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REPORT OF HIGHWAY AGENT 
GrorGE B. Suaw, Highway Agent. 


After taking the office of Highway Agent in March 
we had three weeks of the worst winter weather for a long 
time, causing the largest snow bill ever recorded in any, 
one winter. 

I want to thank the people who so willingly helped 
to make the roads passable, there being 73 on the pay roll ° 
within 20 days after taking the office. 

After the snow was gone we had extreme wet weather 
with heavy rains, washing the road in many places and 
causing many bad mud holes that were nearly impass- 
able and upsetting all plans for repairing the roads. “

There has been 1,305 loads of gravel hauled on the road 
_ this year and over 1,000 loads of grading and filling material. 
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There is about 27 miles of highway in town, about 
3 1-2 miles have been built as State road and over 10 
miles of the balance has not been repaired this year. 
Five miles of which needs the same treatment as was 
given the road from Austin’s corner to East Kingston 
line and near Percy Jones’ place which cost about $100.00 
per mile. 


369 loads of gravel have been used on account of high- 
way repair and over 400 loads of rocks and sod have been 
moved and used for filling. 


From Austin’s corner to East Kingston line over Wil 
bur’s hill we spent $87.00 and by the Lovering place $64.56. 
From George Phillip’s to Frank Poor’s place $86.45. In 
the new road $30.85. From Prescott’s corner to Barker’s 
place $63.00 On Barker’s hill $75.00. On East Kingston 
road $93.90. 


There are so many bridges that need repairing it is 
hard to tell where to begin. 

There is a stone and plank bridge on the Kimball road 
that must be all built over, and the brook bridge on the 
same road has not been touched since it was temporarily 
repaired two years ago when it fell into the brook after 
a heavy truck loaded with furniture had passed over it. 

A small stone bridge near Mr. John W. York’s must be 
repaired, two tile bridges on the Haverhill road must be 
looked after if they are to be saved from serious damage. 
The brook bridge on the same road for which $300.00 
Was appropriated two years ago has not been touched, 
also the wooden bridge next to this is braced up to keep 
it from falling in. ) 

The bridge near George O. Weare’s place is very nar- 
row, has no railing and is much more dangerous than 
any place ever was where the town has paid several hun- 
dred dollars for accidents, and is the most dangerous 
place in town today. The road has been widened and 
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rocks hauled to lengthen out the bridge this year and 
should be completed as soon as possible. 

The stone bridge near Mr. N. J. Austin’s that fee 
Mr. George Gove’s meadow has fallen in at one end and 
most closed up. 

There are about 15 stone culverts some of which are. 
covered up so you can not find them and others that are 
full so water will not run through them. It is necessary 
that these be cleaned out before the road can be repaired 
' in proper shape. 

We have some roads that are so narrow two teams can 
hardly meet say nothing about two autos or heavy loads. 

One place where the bushes were all cut in good shape 
last year they had grown four feet high showing that it 
lasted only one year to cut them, and near this place 
white birches 10 to 12 feet high and two inches through 
were within two feet of the wheel track. | 

The method of removing the bushes this year was to 
take the roots with them and I do not think they will 
grow much next year. 

It is not much use to repair a road when it is not over 
10 feet between the bushes or to have the ditch within 
two feet of the wheel track. 

While it was the first idea in improving Barker’s hill 
was to cut it down it was decided to change the grade 
and not cut it any. If the hill had been cut down the 
driveway to Mr. Barker’s yard would have had to been 
lowered which would have cost all there was for the job. 

The road in front of the Simpson place should be raised 
up about one foot and extended along to this grade which 
would make an easy grade and good width. 


STATE Roap 
394 loads of gravel have been used on the State road 
maintenance and over 100 loads of rock and sod have 
been moved and used for filling. 
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The small wooden top bridge on the Haverhill road 
and the wooden top bridge on the meadow road must 
both have all new top next year and both should be re- 
built in a permanent way. 

The road from the junction of the Haverhill and Ames- 
bury road to the Exeter line needs resurfacing more than 
any other part of the State road and this with the two 
bridges would cost all we have been raising to repair: 
all the State road. 

‘The extreme wet weather and heavy travel last spring 
made a lot of extra work on this piece of road and the 
Haverhill road, one short place there requiring 40 loads 
of gravel to keep it passable. 

The road from Eastman’s corner to South Hampton 
line should be resurfaced and the retaining wall on the 
right hand side below Eastman’s corner has fallen down 
and should be rebuilt in a different manner. 

It has been suggested by some people that we discon- 
tinue the work on the State road construction for one or 
two years and spend the money on the rest of the roads 
that need it so bad, but as the law will not allow us to use 
this money except for some permanent improvement 
and so long as the state will give us more money to go with 
this by appropriating a little more we can not afford to 
discontinue this work. 

I think the next place to be built should be from George 
A. Eastman’s place going south. 

502 loads of gravel was hauled on the State road con- 
struction and about as many of rocks and sand for filling. 

The bridge had to be all cleaned out and both ends 
taken off and rebuilt.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


In September the children enumerated between five and 
sixteen years of age were 84. There were 43 girls and 41 
boys. 

At the last annual meeting the district almost unani- 
mously voted to join a supervisory district. We feel that 
the town ought to be very grateful for and appreciative 
of the fact that they can share with classic Exeter the work 
of such an efficient superintendent as Mr. Brooks. 

Those interested in the work of our schools can not fail 
to see the increased interest and enthusiasm that has re- 
sulted from even such a short tume as this first year of 
work. 

We have now two splendid trained teachers, while the 
third has added to her efficiency by taking a course at 
summer school. 

The East School has been thoroughly ven av anae with 
new paint, hard wood floor and new adjustable seats. 

The West School has been repainted inside. 

There were no extensive repairs done at the North School | 
on the advice of the State Board of Education, as the 
repairs recommended by the State Board of Health were 
of such an extensive character as to call for a special vote 
of the school district at the next annual meeting. 

We have transferred part of the appropriation from 
some departments to others, but it was unavoidable on 
account of the increased cost of materials since last year. 
Many supplies have doubled in price while the amount 
appropriated was little more. We close with a surplus to 
finish the year. 
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We urge for more interest to be shown in the work of 
the schools by the parents and townspeople. There is 
a surprisingly small number of parent’s names on the 
visitor’s page of the registers. How can one be in a posi- 
tion to praise or criticize if they never see the inside of 
the school room or never meet the teacher.

CHAPTER 35, LAWS OF 1915. 
In Relation to the Sanitation of School-houses. 


SECTION 1. The state board of health shall upon com- 
plaint of any responsible person, investigate the sanitary 
conditions of any school-house or building used for school 
purposes. 


Sect. 2. If they shall find that such school-house or 
building is in any respect a menace, or likely to become a 
menace, to the health or bodily welfare of the pupils or 
teachers, they shall call the attention of the local board of 
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health to the facts; and if after a reasonable length of 
time the complaint has not been attended to in a satis- 
factory way. they shall either order such changes as will 
in their judgment make the building safe and sanitary 
for school purposes, or condemn the same and forbid its. 
further use. 


Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the school board of - 
the district forthwith to make the changes ordered, and 
the cost of the same shall be a charge upon the district. 
The selectmen shall assess the cost upon the polls and rat- 
able estate of the district in addition to money voted by 
the district or required by law for the support of schools. 
In anticipation of such assessment, the school board may 
borrow money on the credit of the district to meet the 
charges incurred. | 


Sect. 4. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this 
act are hereby repealed.

. You will recall that under date of June 19, 1916, 
I forwarded to you a communication describing certain 
unsanitary conditions at the North School-house in Ken- 
sington, and requested you respectfully to ask the School 
Board to make the changes necessary to remedy the noted 
defects. 

A short time ago I was informed that no action had been 
taken by the School Board, and upon inquiry learned that 
they did not consider the communication from this office 
binding upon them because it was a ‘“‘recommendation’’ 
and not an ‘order’. I ascertained this fact at the time 
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of my recent inspection of the school building, when I 
discussed some of the matters with you, as you will recall. 

In accordance with the law, my communication of June 
19, was to “call the attention of the local board of health 
to the facts,” and action not having been taken ‘‘after a 
reasonable length of time,’’ it is now 


ORDERED. That the following changes shall be made 
in the North Schoolhouse in Kensington. 


1. New F oor. 

The present floor is badly worn and has shrunken so 
that there are wide cracks that are filled with dirt. It 
certainly is a most unsanitary floor. 


2. Additional windows, or enlarged windows on the 
left side of the room, facing the teacher’s desk. 

At the present time the room is inadequately lhghted 
and there are crossslights which are conducive to eyestrain, 
at least. 


3. The ceiling must be painted white. 

The present sheathing was well put in and is in good 
condition, but is is so dark that.it absorbs much light. 
A white ceiling is certainly necessary and will reflect con- 
siderable light suitably diffused. 


4. The entry space should be enlarged, so that the 
children’s wraps, dinner-pails, etc., may be hung elsewhere 
than in the schoolroom, as at present. 


5. <A jacketed stove, or some other equally good sys- 
tem of ventilation must be installed. 


6. A new toilet building must be erected, to be con- 
structed in a suitable manner, separated for the sexes, 
and with a proper vault screened from flies. 

The present toilet building is unsuitable in every re- 
spect, and it cannot be made acceptable by any change. 
It should be demolished. 
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Notre: The changes may be made during a vacation 
period, but they must be completed before the commence- 
ment of the next school year. The schoolroom is not 
large enough, was filled to its capacity when inspected, 
and when the changes ordered have been made, will not 
even then be satisfactory and will not constitute an up- 
to-date schoolhouse. | 

It is hereby submitted to the town whether or not it 
would not be better to erect an entirely new building, 
rather than to reconstruct the present building. A brick 
building, like the present one, does not offer an oppor- 
tunity for reconstruction that a wooden one would, and 
it is going to be very difficult to make the changes that 
would have to be made in the present building.

REPORT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS — 
To the School Board of Kensington: 


It is my privilege to submit to you the first report of 
a superintendent im the school district of Kensington. 
Taking it for granted that the town’s vote for supervision 
was the expression of its desire for better schools, I should 
fail in my duty, if I neglected to state clearly and fully 
the conditions as I found them, report on what has already 
been done, and make recommendations for the future. 


THE SITUATION . 


On taking up the work last April, | found many unsatis- 
factory conditions. Chief among these were the unsan- 
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itary buildings and the low standard of attainment on 
the part of most of the pupils. The latter was due some- 
what to poor teaching, but largely to irregular attendance 
and an almost entire lack of proper equipment. Much 
of my effort has been directed toward securing suitable 
text-books and other materials without which teaching 
is seriously handicapped. Several hundred dollars more 
could be spent to good, advantage without a penny being 
wasted. Maps, dictionaries, reference books, and books 
for supplementary reading are still needed for all the schools. 

Fortunately, not one of the difficulties noted above is 
insurmountable. Thanks to your earnest support and 
to the devoted efforts of our teachers, the whole situation 
is steadily improving. Our children are bright and alert, 
and their response to better teaching and more favorable 
conditions has been immediate and encouraging. There | 
is‘no valid reason why Kensington should not have as 
good schools as can be found ir New England. Certainly 
the task of improving them offers a tempting One 
to all concerned. 


ScHooL ATTENDANCE 


“Hivery person having the custody and control of a 
child between the ages of eight and fourteen years, or of 
a child under the age of sixteen years, unless such child 
shall have completed the course prescribed for the elemen- 
tary school, residing in a school district in which a public 
school is annually taught, shall cause such child to attend 
the public school all the time such school is in session, 
unless the child shall be excused by the school board of 
the district because his physical or mental condition is 
such as to prevent his attendance at school for the period 
required, or because he was instructed in the English 
language in a private school approved by the school board 
for a number of weeks equal to that in which the public 
school was in session in the common: English branches, 
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or, having acquired those branches, in other more ad- 
vanced studies. Any person who does not comply with 
the requirements of this section shall be fined ten dollars 
for the first offence, and twenty dollars for each subse- 
quent offence, for the use of the district.” P. 5S. 93, 
Section 14. 

It will be observed that the law says, ‘‘all the time 
such school is in session.” Hard as it may seem to us 
parents, our child belongs first of all to the State, and we 
have not the right to dispose of his time even to the ex- 
tent of allowing him to be tardy. In case of the child’s 
bona fide illness, he is not expected to attend school. 
Absence because of sudden illness in the family is jus- 
tifiable and may be even praiseworthy. 

Your present truant officer, whom I have found ready 
to respond to every call that reaches him, is too far away 
from the North and East Schools to be of any great ser- 
vice to them. In order to enforce this law, I ask you to 
appoint for each school an attendance officer living near 
enough to investigate at once all absences unaccounted 
for. These officers should be paid for their actual time 
rather than a regular salary. This would not mean any 
great increase in expense, provided the men or women 
appointed showed conclusively that the law would be en- 
forced. . 


SCHOOLS AND. TEACHERS 


Nortu Scuoou. The discouraging conditions of which 
I have spoken were especially conspicuous in this school. 
It consisted of a disorganized and discontented group of 
forty girls and boys whose sole business seemed to be to 
exhaust the teacher’s patience and waste everybody’s 
time. Feeling that she was not strong enough to carry 
the burden longer, Miss Curtis resigned early in the 
spring term. At this critical moment Mrs. Grace A. 
Barney was persuaded to finish the school year. Strong 
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in discipline and in teaching power, Mrs. Barney soon 
brought order out of chaos and used to advantage the 
newly purchased books and _ supplies. 

All who know the work of Mrs. Bertha Wenzel, will 
agree that. we were exceedingly fortunate to secure her 
services. It would be difficult to find a more conscientious 
and painstaking teacher. She is quick to take a sug- 
gestion and resourceful in carrying it out. Under her 
care the progress of the pupils is evident from week to 
week. The attitude of the children toward their work 
is constantly improving, and some slight gain seems to 
have been made in their relations with one another. Not 
until the children of this school learn to play together 
happily, .can they work together most effectively. 


East ScHoot. The work of Miss Carrie Robie is too 
well known to need comment from me. The old saying, 
‘“‘As is the teacher, so is the school,’’ is here fully exem- 
plified. . The interest, enthusiasm, and loyalty of the 
‘teacher are reflected by the pupils. New ideas meet: 
with a cordial reception, and progress is steady and marked. 


West Scuoot. Miss Ruth Evans is doing her best 
under conditions that would dishearten a teacher of much 
longer experience. I refer to the lonesome situation of 
the school, the unattractive room in spite of its retinted 
walls, the small number of pupils, the irregular attendance, 
and the apparent general lack of public interest in the 
school’s welfare. At my suggestion, Miss Evans spent six 
weeks of last summer at the vacation session of the Keene 
Normal School. Her work this year shows the results. 


ScHooL HovusEs 


Nortu Scuoou. The dilapidated brick building needs 
no further description than that contained in your letter 
from the Secretary of the State Board of Health. If a 
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school is to be maintained on the present site, I am. con- 
vinced of the wisdom of Dr. Watson’s recommendation 
in regard to a new house. The extensive alterations ren- 
dered necessary by the order of the State Board will be 
expensive. Sooner or later, manual training and domes- 
tic science will undoubtedly be prescribed for the upper 
grades of every school. I feel sure that the town would 
then regret not having made adequate provision for fu- 
ture needs. A new building would cost somewhat more, 
but in the end it would be enough more satisfactory to 
justify the added expense. 


East AND Wrst Scuoouts. The interiors have been 
greatly improved by the freshly tinted walls. The East 
has also a new floor and modern desks. The sanitary 
arrangements in both of these schools are almost as un- 
satisfactory as those at the North School. Two doors 
cut in the rear of the school-room should lead through 
a covered passage-way, divided by a partition and with 
latticed sides, to the toilets. This arrangement gives 
the teacher the control which she now entirely lacks and 
which is absolutely essential for the proper conduct of the 
school. The children would no longer be exposed to the 
danger of running out-doors from the hot school-room 
or to the far more serious moral dangers.. By the cut- 
ting through of the doors the much-needed blackboard space 
at the rear of the room in both schools would be lost. 
In order to make up for this loss, it would be necessary to 
close up the windows on the children’s right to make 
room for the boards. ‘The windows no longer used should 
be transferred to wall on the children’s left to obtain the 
right amount of light. . 

The toilets will need to be reconstructed and moved 
back several feet, if they are to be connected with the school 
room in the way which I have described. 
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CONSOLIDATION OF SCHOOLS 


State Superintendent Morrison says, “I believe that 
every town should maintain a good school within walk- 
ing distance of every child.’”’ In general, this is surely 
the ideal, but the town of Kensington is facing an unusual 
situation. In the North District we must reconstruct 
the school-house or build a new one. In either case, the 
expense is going to be no small item. After mature de- 
liberation, I am convinced that a central ,school, large 
enough to accommodate all the pupils of the town, would 
be the best solution. Mr. Morrison heartily endorses 
this opinion. 

At present, Kensington has no transportation problem 
to face. The distance in any direction from the center 
of the town is probably not so great as to make it neces- 
sary to carry many of the children. 

Centralization would cost more for heat and: janitor 
service than for the three small buildings. On the other 
hand, the expense of instruction could be reduced. If 
the state-wide supervision bill becomes a law, the super- 
intendent’s salary will be apportioned among the towns 
according to the number of teachers supervised. The 
superintendent can work to far better advantage when 
his schools are housed together. Less of his time is spent 
on the road between schools, and more time can be given 
to the actual visiting of classes and assisting the teachers. 

One teacher can take care of forty children in four 
grades more easily, than twenty-five or thirty repre- 
senting eight grades. While two class rooms would 
suffice for present needs, it would be poor economy not 
to build a house large enough to meet future require- 
ments. 

It appears that new legislation is likely to oblige every 
school district to offer junior high school subjects in the 
seventh and eighth grades. It would be out of the ques- 
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tion for Kensington to provide three teachers fitted to carry 
on this work. The practical solution would be the em- 
ployment of one teacher for all the upper grades of the - 
town, housed in the Central School. 

The much-needed equipment of which I have already 
spoken can be provided at far less expense. For instance, 
instead of having three maps of a certain country, as we 
must do under existing circumstances, we should have 
but one. The same is true of reference works and those 
text-books of which only one of a kind is purchased. 

If the school were to be located at the center of the 
town, an excellent opportunity would be afforded for’ 
co-operation with the libraries. This would mean much 
to the children who are now unable to take out books 
and would also mean a further saving of expense. 

The greatest gain of all could not be measured in terms 
of money. All the children of the town could work and 
play together, and would learn a great social lesson of far 
more value than anything that they could derive from 
books. All would then have the ‘‘equal educational ad- 
vantages’? contemplated by the state law. Such a plan 
could not fail to exert an influence on the future of the 
town. Weshould no longer hear parents of children speak- 
ing of “their school’, of ‘your school,’”’ or “my school.’ 
It would always be ‘‘our school.” I would propose for 
its motto, the one word, “TOGETHER!” 


In CONCLUSION 


I thank you for your confidence and for your help in 
all that I have undertaken. I must express my special 
appreciation of the untiring labors of your chairman, | 
Mrs. True, on whom has naturally devolved most of the ex- 
ecutive work of the Board. Without her intelligent 
grasp of the situation and her unselfish devotion to the 
task of improving the schools, but little could have been 
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accomplished. She has put us all deeply in her debt. 

Through you may I remind the people of Kensington 
that only by the heartiest co-operation on the part of 
us all, can we hope to accomplish anything worth while.
